Unionism and Socialism in Germany 


By CARL LL’GIEX. 

I h*.ve not come to this country lo leach tactic* to 
Ihe organized movement here, but am eagerly looking 
Torward to becoming acquainted with tactics. wages and 
general working (Conditions. 

France and Great Britain, rather than Germany. 1* 
Ihe classic land of trade*. We In (Germany have devel¬ 
oped a historical solidarity In accordance with our In- 
(ItiMrlal life. For ISO year* onr workingmen*. Malefic* 
and Journeymen guild* were persecuted by tin* govern¬ 
ment. Labor organization wn> forbidden by legislative 
enactment, nntl it was not until comparatively recently 
that the government allowed free speech and assem¬ 
blage. 

During the period of 18410-78 about SO.OOO worker* 
Were organized, nnd the German government tried vigor- 
>usJy lo enforce the niitl-SocInllst law*. It tried also to 
ay the blame upon tin* Socialist* and trade union Win for 
I lie outrages commit lcd\hy the National Liberal parties. 
Yet the expectation of she government tlint the trade 
unions could be overthrown by force was futile, for the 
movement grow ever stronger. 

In 1890. at n convention, the two whig* of the trade 
union movement united, nnd n concrete prun of organ- 
tzallon followed. A general conimiNslon. evimupotullng 
lo tl*c A. of L., centrail*.4l with the general local or¬ 
ganizations. The (iimmisalon was formed to solidify the 
workers, to gather statistic* nnd to spread tbr propa¬ 
ganda. 

In mattrrN of strike* the national unions must flr*t 
■auction the proposition. In reference to politics the 
lonilnnnt Idea I* n central organization nnd no |M>lttles 
tn the Union. However. Ihe urgent necessity of rec¬ 
ognizing the Socialist party Is ever kept In mind. The 
Socialist party and the trade unions must not fight each 
other. 

The German labor movement Is like mo*t countries 
of Kuto|k*, with the possible exception of France and 
Great Britain. The Belgian and Scandinavian countries 
lmve'-both wing* linked together. In Germany every 
member of the party bolds a trade nulon card, and every 
trade unionist Ls an outspoken Social Dcmixcrnr. Dis- 
•>ute* nnd wrangle* have gradually disappeared. The 
executive committee of the party and the grurral rom- 


iniaalon of llte union* meet to avoid misunderstanding. 
wi:h the result that there I* mutual benefit to all. 

Tlw* union* hare developed remarkably well. The 
membership la now. In 1912. 2,500.000. And although 
the (’uthollc spot* of the country diasent. tno center par¬ 
ty keeping about 250,000 workers for themselxes. und 
the Liberal imrty have a union of aboat 100,000, the 
strength of the opposition I* fast disappearing. 

The Income of the uulon* In 1910 was, lu 10 year*, 
from 1900, almost 04,000,000 marks. The greatest Im¬ 
portance 1* placed on the financial Income und Its In- 
fit: t ner on Induntrlal problems. The Idea of low con¬ 
tribution* hn* undergone a radical change, with the re¬ 
sult that due* In the local unions trun from 30>i 1A0 
pfennig* a week. These high due*'have been firreusury 
owing to the atuiek* of the capitalists. In 10 year« over 
584.000.tMi0 ha* been spent on strlktrs. The fart 1* con¬ 
tinually emphasized that no real Influence can be brought 
on Industry unless the ivorkcr* arc financially equipped. 

Tlie truth 4* penetrating the mind* of the worker* 
that none of them can bexome cnpitaliatH. This I* u di¬ 
rect result <»f the modern drvelo}nnenC of Industry. 
Therefore, In the worker In engendered n strong belief 
In ScKlalhan, In the faith of the future of hi* claai and 
of humanity. The trade union and KocialNt movement 
In making the worker self-reliant and nopcful. 

With the growth of the trade union movement ha* 
connl the advance of the Suclal-Dofoocratlc party. With 
It* 4.500.000 vote* It lm» elected lfO out of 397 members 
of the RelcIiMag. of which but seven are IntMlc'-Cunls «nd^ 
the rest worker* of the mill, mine and factory. 

A few furtiier characteristic* are the relations be- i 
tween the unions, the party aud the co-operative socie¬ 
ties. Insurance mh-IcIIc* on n very broad luud* are to 
give the workers wluw the stale do^a not want to give. 

We are still at the beginning of thing*. There are 
still million* of men nnd women who are mere machine* 
nt the hand* of the capitalistic master*. The eo-opera- 
lion of all the union* of the world Is bring knitted to¬ 
gether tiny hy day. At the present time 10.000.000 work¬ 
er*. representing no nutionnlltles. are organized Into the 
general secretariat of the International Bureau. The 
final aim of all the workers 1* the same—the universal 
unity of labor, the abolition of warfare, the right to live 
und the obligation to work.

Pictures, Interviews, anecdotes, "hu¬ 
man interest" stuff and the like have 
been printed In the dallies until many 
people hays declared they actually be¬ 
came so thoroughly disgusted with the 
whole mean that they could only fljuT 
relief- by turning to the sporting col¬ 
umns and reading about Jack Johnson 
and the other real sluggers and wres¬ 
tlers. 

The whole gang of politicians are, to 
hear them tell It, “workingman’s 
friends’*—although they ail belong to 
tho neVerwork clans people whose only 
thought Is to work the workingman— 
.and they simply cannot do enough for 
labor, or do labor for enough. 

Of all the swindling politicians who 
are now beating their breasts and roll¬ 
ing their eyes heavenward. Taft, the 
"father of .injunctions." la the least of¬ 
fensive.- He Is an rionorable sort of 
plutocrat bv nature and training and 
doesn't pretend to cater to labor any 
more than does a master to his slave. 

Just so with Runny Jim Sherman. 
He Is connected with a number of en¬ 
terprises In New York state In Which 
no organization of labor is permitted, 
and regards himself as an aristocrat 
who Is doing his wage-slaves a favor 
by exploiting them and keeping them 
In their place. 

But Roosevelt Wilson and a lot of 
the "little Governors" are the limit of 
double-dealing, lying bunco artists. 

Roosevelt, the man who has been 
making Lincoln speeches and has even 
been boosted as the peer of the great 
Emancipator 'by some of the crazy 
ofllce-seekers who follow, the Oyster 
Bay pirate, has never missed an op¬ 
portunity to deliver labor an .under¬ 
handed blow when It would hurt most. 
While Police Commissioner of New 
York, h*> Invented a club to be used In 
strike riots that was so brutal that the 
U. P. government refused to patent It. 
Afterward he declared that those who 
demand the abolition of Injunctions 


[belong to the stone age. and he wrote 
! In a book that the cattle rustler* who 
shoot up a town out West are a better 
class of citizens .than the mechanic** 
and laborers In the cities. R voaevelt's 
greatest exploit was In turning the 
!Government Printing Office Into an 
open shop In the Miller case and forc¬ 
ing the open shop system upon the 
hard coal miners through the Anthra¬ 
cite Strike Commission, which earned 
for him the title of "father of the open 
shop. Everybody remembers hia 
cowardly attack upon Moyer. Hay¬ 
wood and Pettlbone at a critical pe¬ 
riod while those three victims of the 
Mine Owners' Association were light¬ 
ing for their lives, one of the most 
shameful acts that could be committed 
at the time by the worst bum In the 
slums, let alone a president of the 
Unled Slates. 

Governor Johnson, of California, 
who Is spoken of as Roosevelt’s run¬ 
ning mate. Is an aggressive Individual 
who fires a lot of hotshot across the 
country at the plutocrats of Wall 
street, but the dirty little plutocrats of 
San Diego are allowed free reign to 
practice anarchy and suppress free 
speech and public assemblage guaran¬ 
teed by the constitution of the United 
States and the state of California. 

Governor Glasaock. of West Virgi¬ 
nia a leading Roosevelt boomer. Is also 
a rare bird. At this very moment the 
miners of the Paint Creek district, 
among the few who have been able to 
orgnclze, are being starved Into sub¬ 
mission because thuy refuse to work 
bHow the srulo agreed upon last 
spring by the International union and 
the operators of the whole county. 
Glussock appoints as deputies and spe¬ 
cial police every thug that the operat¬ 
ors desire to employ, and he is the 
willing tool of the Elkins-Davis-Brutt 
plutocrats who refuse to permit union 
organisers to even walk on the public 
highways. 

'Governor Vessy, or South Dnkota, 
has been playing hls little part in as¬ 
sisting the Hearst interests to smash 
the miners' organization at Lead In 
the big lockout by protecting a email 
army of Pinkertons and gun men. . 

Governor Wilson, the modern Raul 


of Tarsus, who has been affectionately 
labeled as "Governor Cleveland II.*.’ 
has got a bad record. He has not only 
declared that Chinese and Japanese 
laborers ore better and more docile 
workers than Americans, thAt the 
trade unions preach limitation of out¬ 
put and that the open shop is right 
and Just; he has not opiy sought to 
arouse religious prejudice* to divide 
the workers, attacked immigration 
and preached prohibition, but prior 
and subsequent to hls nomination at 
Baltimore, (Jov«rnor Wilson saw strik¬ 
ing working people driven to the star¬ 
vation level and shot down In cold 
blood or Imprisoned ror picketing in 
the state of New ersey. and not a 
hand has be raised • prevent or etop 
the outrages. 

Governor Marshall's chief claim to 
fame Is hls unseemly haste to aid In 
the kidnaping of the McNamara 
brothers, and hls violation of law is 
qot excused In the least by the action 
of the McXnmaru In confessing their 
guilt of dynamiting, particularly so in 
view of the fact that Marshall refused 
about the same time to permit the ex¬ 
tradition uf a wealthy individual who 
was wanted In another state. Mar¬ 
shall's nomination along with Wilson's 
attacks upon unions, will undoubtedly 
be warmly endorsed by the steel 
trust, the erectors, association, the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
and all the other boards of open shop¬ 
pers who sung the praises of the In¬ 
diana governor two years ago and 
hoped that organized labor had re¬ 
ceived Its death blow. 

The other day Governor .Mill, of 
Louisiana, eulogised Wilson’s naming 
tlon In enthusiastic terms and then 
turned to and sent the mi'itia Into tho 
lumbering district to help drive seve¬ 
ral thousand mfn back to work. They 
had struck for semi-monthly pay days. 
Even that Is nn "unreasonable de¬ 
mand” in Louisiana, and four men 
,were killed and many others wound¬ 
ed because they refused to work or get 
out of the country. 

Not a finger has been raised by the 
Democratic Governors of Texas or 
Georgia, no more than the Republican 
Governors of Illinois of California or 


other states through which the Illinois 
Central and Southern Pacific railways 
operate to force those corporations to 
obey the laws, national, state and 
local, which urti dally violated in order 
to defeat tbe strike of 40.Q00 shop 
workers of the 8yztcm Federation who 
have been out for nearly one year. 

We could go on filling columns with 
many additional details to Illustrate 
the duplicity of the nelUirbois who are 
once more engaged In their periodica! 
pastime .of 'corraltng^thv workingmen 
for the November slaughter, but space 
will not permit. 

Besides. Intelligent workingmen who 
read and think are quite familiar with 
the Tong eras of injustice and oppres¬ 
sion under which labor has been com¬ 
pelled to fight Its way upward. 

"We owe the Tafts and Roosevelts 
and Wilsons nothing. They owe us 
much. They have been elected by the 
votes of workingmen. They displayed 
their gratitude by tyrauiztng and in¬ 
sulting labor. Now they are . busily 
mouthing lies in the vain hope of cov¬ 
ering their deceit.
